Westglen School 
Patrol disbanded 
for safety reasons 


New patrol system 
not working safely 
near Didsbury 
schools

Westglen School students 
will no longer provide a 
School Patrol Service an¬ 
nounced the school’s principal 
last week. 

Since the Alberta Motor As¬ 
sociation changed the process 
in which school patrol efforts 
are undertaken, the school 
has encountered problems 
with vehicles no longer com¬ 
ing to a stop to let children 
cross the road. 

Before the changes were 
made, patrollers would walk 
into the middle of the street 
with a stop sign to warn mo¬ 
torists of children crossing. 

As of May 1, School patrol¬ 
lers were no longer allowed to 
enter the intersections, and in 
turn were to display their 
signs from the sidewalks. 

"During the first week of 
operation with the new proce¬ 
dure, we have had incidents 
each and every day where 
school patrollers have fol¬ 
lowed the new directions as 
they were trained but drivers 
and vehicles have not stopped 
as directed by the school pa¬ 
trollers,” wrote Westglen prin¬ 
cipal Phil Corning in a letter 
sent out to students' parents. 

"This creates a very danger¬ 
ous situation. My fear is that 
some students may step into 


the crosswalk and be injured 
or worse by a vehicle. I do not 
believe that a ten-year-old 
child needs to witness an ac¬ 
cident in which the child may 
assume guilt and feel respon¬ 
sible for events beyond their 
control." 

In an interview with the 
Review last week, Corning 
said one to three incident oc¬ 
curred during the first six 
days the new regulations were 
put in place. 

"It was scary," he said. "So 
we made the decision not to

run it anymore. 

"Drivers are maybe seeing 
kids wave the sign and don't 
know to stop or are ignoring 
the signs altogether. It’s just 
a matter of time before some¬ 
one gets hurt."

All incidents that occurred 
while the new regulations 
were in place were reported to 
the Didsbury RCMH 

Corning said that some 
adults who arrive to pick up 
children are parking on the 
East side of the street near the 
bus lanes and are motioning 
for the child to cross over the 
street whenever their vehicle 
is parked or stopped and that 
other adults don't use the pe¬ 
destrian crosswalk. 

Compounding the problem 
is the fact that all three of 
Didsbury's schools are in 
close proximity to each other 
adding for extra congestion - 
both vehicles and students. 

With the Westglen School 
Patrol disbanded, there is no 
system in place to help stu¬ 
dents cross the street. 
Corning in his letter did say 
that those interested in vol¬ 
unteering as an adult 
crosswalk supervisor could 
contact him. 

Corning said the more peo¬ 
ple that volunteer for the ini¬ 
tiative the fewer times per 
week they would have to show 
up. 

But in the meantime stu¬ 
dents will be crossing the

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G-8 SUMMIT 

Deadly force could be used to protect G-8 airspace 


Airspace near 
Didsbuty will be 
restricted when 
world leaders 
meet

Restrictions will be put on 
the Olds/Didsbury Airport and 
on local pilots during the G-8 
summit in Kananaskis sched¬ 
uled for the end of June. 

According to a Transport 
Canada document, the Olds/ 
Didsbury Airport borders on 
the east boundary of an air¬ 
space, dubbed CYR255, which 
will be restricted during the 
G-8 Summit. The restricted 
airspace goes as far south as 
Fort Steel, B.C., as far west 
as Golden B.C., as far north 
as Sylvan Lake and as far east 
as Didsbury. 

Between June 25 to June 
28, 2002, the airspace will be 
designated as a no-fly zone 
and "deadly force will be used 
to enforce the restricted air¬ 
space from unauthorized in¬ 
cursions." 

"These measures are neces¬ 
sary in response to increased 
security threats following the 
events of September 11,2001," 
states the document. "It is 
therefore imperative that pi¬ 
lots operating within or near 
CYR255, review and be knowl- 
edgable of the procedures con¬ 
tained in the Canada Flight 
Supplement." 

During the dates of the 
Summit no aerial activity will 
be allowed, including but not 
limited to heli-skiing, heli-hik- 


ing, loitering, sightseeing, or¬ 
biting, aerobatics, aerial ad¬ 
vertising, traffic watches, me¬ 
dia flights, parachuting, soar¬ 
ing, para-sailing, para-glid¬ 
ing, hang-gliding, flight train¬ 
ing, crop dusting, wild life 
management, rocket, balloon 
or kite launches or remote 
control aircraft will be per¬ 
mitted, unless otherwise au¬ 
thorized. 

A second airspace that 
Didsbury borders on will also 
be enforced. A moon shaped 
airspace that starts at Dids¬ 
bury, borders on the restricted 
CYR255 Airspace and extends 
south to High River, dubbed 
YYC TCA, will be under the 
eyes of the Edmonton ATC. 
All airports in the area, in¬ 
cluding Olds/ Didsbury, are 
bounded by a circle of five 
nautical miles centred on the 
airport. 

Aircraft intending to oper¬ 
ate within the area are re¬ 
quired to obtain a trans¬ 
ponder code from Edmonton 
ATC prior to departure and is 
required to advise the ATC 
when the flight is finished. 

Pilots will not be required 
to establish and maintain 
two-way radio communica¬ 
tion while airborne and nor¬ 
mal procedures will apply 
while operating in the areas. 

The document states a sec¬ 
ond time that these flights 
shall remain clear of the 
nearby restricted airspace at 
all times. 

The Calgary Airport also 
falls under the restrictions 
and possible flight delays may 
occur due to the arrival and 
departure of flights trans¬ 
porting International Pro¬ 
tected Persons travelling to 
and from the Summit site.

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Didsbury Lions will no longer be 
involved in recycling centre 


The Didsbury Lions Club would like to let 
the people of the town and surrounding area 
know that they will no longer be involved in 
recycling in the town of Didsbury. We thank 
those who were contributors and made the 
project an astounding success. 

A big thanks too, to the manager Lion Jim 
Adamchick who was the overseer of the centre. 
He worked with a varied crew which consisted 
from time to time of the Lions themselves; The 
Red Deer Royals; Just Done For Fun; Pathfind¬ 
ers; Schizophrenic Society; The Girl Guides; 
Padnoma and other individuals. We are indebted 
to them all. The centre was set up originally by 
the club and the town jointly, the town, through 
available grants and the club in constructing 
the building. The project was designed prima¬ 
rily as a service, with the club taking only a 
small percentage for expenses, and the remain¬ 
der being a fund raiser for the clubs who worked 
at the centre. 

The town was to cover some of the ongoing 
expenses. That was in the beginning, and as 
things developed, expenses were later covered 
by the product sold, and the net earning was 
prorated among the workers according to the 


time spent working at the centre. The volume of 
material handled by the centre tripled to a rate 
in excess of three hundred tons annually. The 
original facilities were taxed beyond their abil¬ 
ity to cope even though the Club supplied an 
additional baler in June of 2000. The wind expo¬ 
sure, inadequate drainage, overstuffed contain¬ 
ers and weekend volume made it increasingly 
difficult to operate an attractive site, a fact which 
was pointed out to the club from time to time. 
The town in its generosity allowed the centre a 
credit based on tonnage to compensate for the 
relief afforded to the town landfill site. As prices 
for recyclable material dropped, this credit be¬ 
came a major source of income. Working at the 
Recycle Centre became a poor fund raiser indeed. 
The town extended the centre's expired contract 
for one year. 

Faced with a need for major and costly up¬ 
grading and a one year recovery time, the club 
decided the time had come for the town to go 
ahead with the alternate plans they had. We are 
proud to have served you, and it has been a good 
experience paving the way for this community 
project. Thanks again to all.

Animal cruelty bill makes 
long-awaited change 


Dear Editor: 

The Canadian Federation 
of Humane Societies is out¬ 
raged at Murray Calder’s sug¬ 
gestion that Bill C-15B be 
watered down to open the 
door for animal users to in¬ 
flict deliberate cruelty on ani¬ 
mals. 

Mr. Calder, chair of the 
National Liberal Rural Cau¬ 
cus, publicly asked Justice 
Minister Martin Cauchon to 
make further amendments to 
the proposed animal cruelty 
legislation that is currently 
stalled in Third Reading. 

Currently, it is a crime to 
willfully or recklessly cause 
unnecessary pain, suffering 
or injury to an animal. The 
term “unnecessary” already 
requires proof that the animal 
was not being used for a law¬ 
ful purpose. 

It is also a crime to kill or 
poison animals without a law¬ 
ful excuse. These provisions 
remain unchanged in Bill C- 

16 B. 

Mr. Calder is asking the 
Minister to insert the words 


“without lawful excuse” into 
the entire section on inten¬ 
tional killing or harming ani¬ 
mals. These words must ex¬ 
ist to clarify crimes of killing 
or poisoning animals; if they 
do not, people operating 
slaughterhouses or pest con¬ 
trol companies could be found 
guilty. 

However, it is completely 
inappropriate to include these 
words for the remaining 
clauses. What lawful excuse 
could there possibly be for 
causing an animal unneces¬ 
sary pain and suffering? 

The Alliance Party has led 
the charge, continually mak¬ 
ing blatantly misleading state¬ 
ments about the bill. Murray 
Calder and his supporters are 
now buying into this paranoia 
and threatening to support 
the Alliance’s amendment to 
send the hill back to commit¬ 
tee. No doubt they are thrilled 
about the Liberal support. 
Bill C-15B makes long- 
awaited and needed changes 
to the way our laws deal with 
animal cruelty. It is not radi¬ 


cal and does not affect tradi¬ 
tional animal use industries. 
The layers of protection for 
legitimate animal users re¬ 
main unchanged. In opposing 
this bill, a minority of farm¬ 
ers, hunters and other 
groups are seeking a license 
to inflict deliberate cruelty 
on animals.

Despite demands for 
stricter laws, most Cana¬ 
dians are not aware of 
how our laws deal with 
impaired drivers. 

Canada's laws take im¬ 
paired driving very seri¬ 
ously. A conviction for 
driving with a blood alco¬ 
hol concentration (BAC) 
of over 0.08 (80 milli¬ 
grams of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood) can 
ruin a person's finances, 
livelihood and family life. 
If a death or injury is in¬ 
volved, the penalties are 


more severe. 

Impaired tragedies in¬ 
crease during the hot, dry 
summer months. We hope 
the attached article will 
make people realize the 
personal consequences of 
an impaired driving con¬ 
viction. We hope it will en¬ 
courage them never to 
drive after drinking, and 
to prevent others from do¬ 
ing so. We also hope it will 
dispel misperceptions that 
the law is soft on drunk 
drivers.

More than tw enty 
people attend 
inaugural meeting 
held in Olds

Horse. The Oxford Diction¬ 
ary defines the word horse as 
"a large four-legged mammal 
with flowing mane and tail." 

Somehow for those who 
live and work with horses the 
description is inadequate. 

The feelings are even more 
intense when talking about 
wild horses. 

"I don't know whether it's 
me... but the first time I saw 
them, I was in love," says Bob 
Henderson. "Inside myself and 
my love of the outdoors and 
my love of horses I saw some¬ 
thing that just got me. I re¬ 
ally can't put it into words 
what it feels like to be able to 
be out there and see these 
animals." 

Henderson is president of 
a newly formed society called 
WHOA (Wild Horses of Al¬ 
berta). 

For centuries wild horses 
have roamed the prairies, be¬ 
coming a living icon of our 
past. 

In recent years, wild 
horses have become hunted. 
Being rounded-up for sale or 
use on farms or ranches. 
Some are even being killed for 
no apparent reason. 


While there is legislation 
currently in place to regulate 
the capture of wild horses, it 
runs out in 2003. 

Also, despite the current 
laws some wild horses are be¬ 
ing rounded-up through inhu¬ 
mane methods. 

These are some of the ac¬ 
tivities WHOA hopes to 
change. 

On May 14. WHOA held its 
first society meeting, with 
more than twenty people in 
attendance. 

"I was quite pleased," says 
Doreen Henderson, secretary 
for W'HOA. "I didn’t know 
what to expect. My worst fear 
was that there would only be 
two people show up." 

The goals of the society 
were at the top of the list for 
discussion at the meeting. 

WHOA has eight key objec¬ 
tives: 

1. To promote and ensure 
the preservation of free roam¬ 
ing horses in Alberta for fu¬ 
ture generations. 

2. To preserve the heritage 
of wild horses in Alberta. 

3. To aid in the manage¬ 
ment of sustainable numbers 
of these horses. 

4. To help protect and en¬ 
sure the humane treatment of 
the free roaming horses and 
those captured through per¬ 
mits. 

5. Develop a common per¬ 
mit system to help in the man¬ 
agement of these herds. 

6. To create awareness and 
educate the public on the is¬ 
sues surrounding wild horses 


in Alberta. 

7. To lobby the government 
for necessary changes in cur¬ 
rent legislation to meet the 
above objectives. 

8. To create a sanctuary 
whereby the horses are to¬ 
tally protected and can repro¬ 
duce and live out their lives 
in their natural wild state. 

"The horses need the voice 
of people who care," says Bob 
Henderson. 

He says, while the objec¬ 
tives of the society may not 
be perfect, something needs 
to be done so things can move 
forward.Now that there are 
people who are interested and 
a starting point has been es¬ 
tablished, the next big step is 
to get things moving. 

In order to do that, the so¬ 
ciety needs money. Steps are 
being taken to become regis¬ 
tered so that tax receipts can 
be distributed. 

WHOA voted to have indi¬ 
vidual memberships set at $15 
per year and family member¬ 
ships set at $20 per year. 

The money will be used to 
cover expenses, such as soci¬ 
ety registration, getting a 
mailbox and lobbying the gov¬ 
ernment. 

"It's not going to be easy, 
it's not going to be quick," 
says Henderson. 

"We can't do it on our own, 
we need your help."

Water restrictions downgraded in local municipalities

Water restrictions are be¬ 
ing downgraded to a Level I 
Restriction. 

On May 17 the Town of 
Olds issued a statement say¬ 
ing, "The Mountian View Re¬ 
gional Water Services Com¬ 
mission is pleased to an¬ 
nounce that the upgrade to 
the Anthony Henday Water 
Treatment Plant is on sched¬ 
ule and should be complete by 
the end of June. As a result, 
the communities served by the 
Commission are now at a 


Level I Water Restriction." 

Due to a reduction in 
processing capabilities at the 
treatment plant after the first 
stage of renovations, all com¬ 
munities receiving water from 
the plant have been on Level 
II water restrictions since 
March 25. 

Communities affected by 
the restrictions include Olds, 
Didsbury, Innisfail, Carstairs 
and Crossfield. 

Under the Level II restric¬ 
tions, production levels were 
cutback to 65 per cent of nor¬ 
mal. As a result the Town of 


Olds had asked residents to 
reduce consumption by 50 per 
cent to ensure water levels in 
the town reservoir remained 
high enough incase of an 
emergency (such as a fire). 

Many of the other commu¬ 
nities made similar requests 
of their residents. 

With the addition of draw¬ 
ing water from wells in 
Innisfail and setting up a tem¬ 
porary portable water treat¬ 
ment plant, production has 
increased to 75 per cent of 
normal. 

The efforts of citizens to re¬ 


duce water consumption has 
also contributed to tfie avail¬ 
ability of water. 

All communities affected by 
the Level II restriction have 
been downgraded to a Level I 
restriction. 

This means residents are 
still asked to reduce water 
consumption and limit out¬ 
door use but yard watering 
will be allowed every second 
day between the hours of 8 
p.m. and 8 a.m. Odd numbered 
houses on odd days, even 
numbered houses on even 
days. Outdoor watering (such 


as washing your house) is 
also limited to evening, night 
and morning (8 p.m. to' 8 
a.m.). 

Some communities, such 
as Carstairs, already have 
permanent bylaws in place for 
Level watering through the 
summer. The Mountain View 
Regional Water Services Com¬ 
mission is asking all commu¬ 
nities served by the Anthony 
Henday Water Treatment 
Plant to permanently impose 
Level I restrictions. 

Fines for violating the re¬ 
striction start at $300.

The officer will take that op¬ 
portunity to address students 
about the importance of wear¬ 


ing helmets. 

Schools have a liaison office 
assigned to them and it will be 
that officer who will most likely 
make the trip. 

Helmets were bought for 
each school in the detachment 
area. 

Children up to the age of 17 


have to wear bike helmets by 
law and a $57 fine is levied for 
noncompliance. Adults are not 
forced to wear helmets. 

The Community Policing 
Advisory Committee is a coop¬ 
erative group that works in 
conjunction with the RCMP to 
educate and act on community 


policing concerns. 

Their job is to identify and 
bring forward issues through 
education with businesses, resi¬ 
dents, youth and adult citizens. 

Didsbury, Carstairs, 
Cremona and Water Valley are 
the communities that are rep¬ 
resented by the committee.

NOTES FROM NIGERIA 

Nigerians in mourning lor those lost in plane crash 


Dear Family and friends. 

This week has been a par¬ 
ticularly busy one for me. That 
is except for Monday when we 
didn’t have school. The Federal 
government declared Monday 
and Tuesday to be national 
days of mourning for those who 
died in the plane crash on Sat¬ 
urday. Monday was a work free 
day so no school. We did not 
find out about this until Sun¬ 
day evening which meant a lot 
of time on the telephone letting 
parents know and still we 
could not get ahold of everyone. 
Monday morning found a few 
of us at the school gate turn¬ 
ing people around. We also 
found out that the father of two 
of our students this year was 
on the plane. 

Tuesday I started with Ad¬ 
vanced Placement exams. We 
started Tuesday morning at 
8:00 and I went until 5:00 that 
evening with about a half hour 
break. Fortunately, only one 


student had to do the two ex¬ 
ams back-to-back. He is one of 
our brighter and more organ¬ 
ized students so if there had to 
be one to do it, I am glad he 
was the one. Wednesday was 
the Spanish exam and because 
we had chapel we didn’t start 
until 9:00. Language exams 
have a speaking part and that 
has to be done one student at a 
time so 1 finished with the last 
student at 2:25. That gave me 
10 minutes to eat a quick bite 
before my 6th grade class came. 
1 felt like 1 was running from 
one thing to the next that day. 
Thursday was a bit better be¬ 
cause the exam was in the af¬ 
ternoon. There were two exams 
Thursday afternoon so juggling 
that was a bit interesting. For¬ 
tunately, Dan was willing to 
help so he proctored the Com¬ 
puter exam while I did the lis¬ 
tening and speaking parts of 
the FYpnch exam. Two students 
were taking the Computer 


exam and only one was taking 
the French exam. For the writ¬ 
ten part of the French exam I 
had both groups in one room. 

I had planned on working on 
the library book order while the 
students took their exams. 
There was lots of time just 
spent sitting in the room with 
them. 1 had worked on the or¬ 
der the Friday before and was 
ready to print the rough draft 
so I could check order num¬ 
bers. When I came back on 
Monday to print, it was gone. 
Somehow it had either been 
deleted or something. The com¬ 
puter people couldn’t find it. We 
could find the file but the in¬ 
formation on it was gone. For¬ 
tunately, I had an old printed 
copy of some of the information 
that we had used to check the 
authors and titles in the card 
catalog. Toyin und 1 spent Fri¬ 
day re-typing what we had and 
this coming week 1 will have to 
try to get all the rest of it done. 


That will mean hours spent 
looking up order numbers and 
prices in catalogs. Something 
to do while I proctor AP exams. 

There was another minor 
plane accident in Kano this 
week. A flight had to be aborted 
during take off and though the 
plane was damaged and some 
people injured there were no 
deaths. Makes you think twice 
about flying here right now. 
Actually at this rate there 
won't be any planes to fly in 
Nigeria. We will drive to Abuja 
and take an international flight 
on a non-Nigerian airline when 
we leave in August. 

Having an 8:00 p. m. curfew 
has made things interesting. 
This weekend was banquet 
weekend. Both the Jr/Sr and 
the 8th grade banquets were 
scheduled. It hardly seems like 
a banquet if you are home by 
8:00. Both banquets were 
moved to the school. The chapel 
was decorated with an Egyptian 


motif for the Jr/Sr banquet and 
they served Middle Eastern 
food. The staff planned an all 
night party at the school for the 
students at the banquet. They 
had a cafe, a room for music 
another for games, time on the 
courts playing sports and two 
movies. From all we have 
heard the kids had a great time. 
The 8th grade banquet was held 
earlier and was in Room 8. One 
family agreed to have all the 
kids over for the rest of the 
night. 

We thunk God for his pro¬ 
tection and for giving wisdom 
in the midst of difficult circum¬ 
stances so that traditional 
events that the students look 
forward to were able to take 
place.

Rookie teacher nominated for Edwin Parr award

The transition from uni¬ 
versity training to teaching 
seven Phys. Ed classes at 
Didsbury High School has 
been relatively easy for first- 
year teacher Wendy 
McCarroll. 

McCarroll, who arrived in 
Didsbury last fall as the 
school's new Phys. Ed teacher, 
was nominated for the Edwin 
Parr award - an excellence in 
teaching honour for rookie 
teachers. 

The nomination for the 
award came from evaluations 
done by DHS principal Steve 
Thompson and principal at 
large Alan Berg. 

McCarroll said she was 
evaluated four times before 
she was nominated, not an 
uncommon practice for a new 
teacher. 

I was very happy with the 
nomination," she said. "It 
truly was an honour." 

For McCarroll it has been 
a busy first year. Not only did 
she have her hands full for her 
first year, but she also had to 
finished her curriculum dur¬ 
ing a strike year. She said 
because she was a Phys. Ed 
teacher it was easier for her 
to adjust the curriculum, but 
that it was hard to watch col¬ 
leagues struggle to find the 
extra time to finished their 
respective curriculums. 

McCarroll describes plan¬ 
ning as one of the biggest

challenges for her as a teacher 
in her first year. In addition 
to her teaching duties she 
also took the reigns of a high 
school volleyball and basket¬ 
ball team. 

One of the goals McCarroll 
had before beginning her first 
year of teaching was to bring 
more to the Phys. Ed pro¬ 
gram than just core sports. 
She wanted to put more of a 
focus on healthy living. 

"Obesity is a problem in Al¬ 
berta and in Canada. I think 
it’s important that kids learn 
about this so later on in life 
they are still active," said 
McCarroll, stating that the 
new curriculum is starting to 
lean more towards life style 
trends." 

McCarroll, with her Phys. 
Ed degree, also brought to the 
school her knowledge of 
sports medicine. A new class 
in sports medicine was offered

to high school students this 
year and for a specialized 
class, the program generated 
plenty of interest. 

Already much interest has 
been generated for the course 
next year. 

The course includes CPR, 
first aid, taping injuries and 
anatomy. Some students have 
implemented what they have 
learned during their school 
sport seasons. 

At the beginning of the 
school year, McCarroll said 
she knew she would be chal¬ 
lenged as a new teacher by the 
students. She said she was 
forced to take a hard ap¬ 
proach at the beginning of the 
school year but as relation¬ 
ships with the students were 
developed, she became a more 
open teacher. 

"The students have been 
very good," she said. “Some¬ 
times you have to realize that 
they are still kids and they are 
still trying to find their direc¬ 
tion, but they have been very 
polite. And their parents have 
been very supportive as well. 
Whenever there has been a 
problem they have always 
tried to be part of the solu¬ 
tion." 

And that support has also 
been evident at Didsbury 
High School. 

"Everybody has been ex¬ 
tremely supportive. If you 
need anything, they always 
try to get it for you. It is a 
great place to work."

Mountain View Regional Emergency Services has three 
ambulances to serve the Olds and Didsbury areas. 

Two of the ambulances are large vehicles called modu¬ 
lar units. The smaller ambulance is known as a hightop 
and looks simillar to a van. 

Each ambulance can transport two patients and is 
equiped just like a hospital emergency room, except on a 
smaller scale. 

Each unit is staffed with a paramedic and EMT-A 
(emergengy medical technician - ambulance) and is referred 
to as ALS (advanced life support) service. 

Having all units staffed with ALS service is uncommon 
in small communities. 

Most small communities only have ALS service for part 
of their ambulance fleet and utilize BLS service (basic life 
support) for the rest. BLS means the ambulance is staffed 
with two EMTs. 

The main difference between ALS and BLS service is 
that paramedics follow a different set of protocols which

allows them to do more than an EMT. In fact, a paramedic 
can do almost anything a doctor can, with the exception 
surgery. 

In cases of emergency a paramedic and EMT team can 
treat a person in their home for as long as necessary, some¬ 
times negating the need to go to the hospital. 

If a trip to Calgary is needed, a land ambulance can 
actually respond faster than STARS air ambulance. 

The reason is, by the time STARS preps for launch, 
flies to the scene, loads the patient, returns to Calgary 
and gets the patient into emergeny, more than an hour 
can elapse. 

A land ambulance can arrive on scene, load the patient 
and drive to the Foothills Hospital in less than an hour 
(usually). 

The main difference between air ambulance and land 
ambulance is that STARS sometimes has a nurse and/or 
doctor on board.Training to become an EMT or paramedic 
is not an easy task. 

Those who have gone through the training describe it 
as having a very steep learning curve.

We’ll have it all lined with 
straw bales again and ensure 
the lanes are clearly marked. 

From there on in, it will be 
nothing but gravity propelling 
those cars down the hill.” 

Despite a few apprehensive 
contestants (and parents) last 
year, no accidents were re¬ 
ported. “It doesn’t look danger¬ 
ous at all, but when your back 
pocket is just a couple inches 
off the pavement it feels like 
you’re really breaking the 
sound barrier,” comments 
Pieper. 


Last year close to 20 partici¬ 
pants vied for “King of the Hill” 
status - a figure Pieper says is 
likely to grow. “We’ll probably 
get the same kids back that 
rode the course last year, plus 
a few new ones. It seems to be 
an up and coming trend these 
days.” 

In addition to Didsbury’s 
Derby, there’s also one held 
annually in Airdrie and 
Okotoks...even Mission, B.C. 
“You could make a circuit out 
of this if you wanted to,” Pieper 
says, “...it’s quite possible to 
travel on the road with these 
similar to the way cowboys do 
it with their rodeos. 

We are already getting re¬ 
quests in from places like St. 
Paul, Alberta and Big Valley 
asking us how we run our com¬ 


petition out here. It’s really 
catching on...” 

Anyone interested in enter¬ 
ing the Lion’s Soap Box Derby 
is encouraged to give Pieper a 
call at 335-4482 or 335-8550. 
“Kits are $60.00 each - if you 
choose to go that route. It 
pretty much includes every¬ 
thing you’ll need to build a car;

After 
paying their $75.00 entrance 
fee contestants are eligible for 
one of many great prices.

Sixty years is a long time to

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QUESTION: Schools are asked to accomplish many 
things on behalf of our kids today. What part of the cur¬ 
riculum would you give the greatest priority? 

DR. DOBSON: Schools that try to do everything may 
wind up doing very little. That’s why I believe we should 
give priority to the academic fundamentals — what used 
to be called “readin’, writin’, and ‘rithmetic.” Of those 
three, the most important is basic literacy. An appalling 
number of students graduating from high school can’t even 
read the employment page of the newspaper or compre¬ 
hend an elementary book. 

Every one of those young men and women will suffer 
years of pain and embarrassment because of our failure. 
That misery starts at a very young age. A tenth-grade 
boy was once referred to me because he was dropping out 
of school. 

I asked why he was quitting, and he said with great 
passion: “I’ve been miserable since first grade. I’ve felt 
embarrassed and stupid every year. I’ve had to stand up 
and read, but I can't even understand a second-grade book. 
You people have had your last laugh at me. I’m getting 
out.” 

I told him I didn’t blame him for the way he felt. His 
suffering was our responsibility. Teaching children to read 
should be “job one” for educators. Giving boys and girls 
that basic skill is the foundation on which other learning 
is built. Unfortunately, millions of young people are still 
functionally illiterate after completing 12 years of school¬ 
ing and receiving high school diplomas. There is no ex¬ 
cuse for this failure. 

Research shows that every student, with very few ex¬ 
ceptions, can be taught to read if the task is approached 
creatively and individually. 

Admittedly, some can’t learn in group settings because 
their minds wander and they don’t ask questions as read¬ 
ily, They require one-on-one instruction from trained read¬ 
ing specialists. 

It is expensive for schools to support these remedial 
teachers, but no expenditure would be more helpful. Spe¬ 
cial techniques, teaching machines and behavior modifi¬ 
cation techniques can work in individual cases. Whatever 
is required, we must provide it. 

Furthermore, the sooner this help can be given, the 
better for the emotional and academic well-being of the 
child. 

By the fourth or fifth grades, he or she has already 
suffered the humiliation of reading failure. 

QUESTION: We need a little more income to make it 
in my family, but I have preschool children and don’t want 
to seek employment outside the home. Is there an alter¬ 
native for me to pursue? 

DR. DOBSON: You might want to consider building a 
home-based business that can be done while taking care 
of your children and keeping your sanity. Among the pos¬ 
sibilities are catering, desktop publishing, pet grooming, 
sewing, consulting, transcribing legal documents or even 
mail-order sales. Choosing which business is right for you 
is the first of three practical steps suggested by Donna 
Partow, author of the book “Homemade Business” ($6, 
Focus on the Family Publishing). 

You can start your own enterprise by taking a personal 
skills and interests inventory to identify your particular 
abilities and what you might like doing the best. The sec¬ 
ond step is to do your homework. 

Begin by asking your librarian to help you research 
your chosen field. Check out books, magazines and news¬ 
paper articles. Talk to other people who have done what 
you’d like to do. Join an industry organization and a net¬ 
work of like-minded people. Subscribe to industry publi¬ 
cations. 

According to Mrs. Partow, the third step is to marshal 
as much support as you can. Get your children, your 
spouse, and your friends on your side. 

Setting up a small business can be stressful, and you’ll 
need as much encouragement as you can get. 

If you’ve been torn between family and finances, hav¬ 
ing a home-based business may turn out to be the best of 
both worlds.

Humanities project sparks interest 


A new hands-on humanities 
project created by several 
Chinook's Edge grade nine 
teachers has teachers and stu¬ 
dents excited about the possi¬ 
bilities. The "E-zine Project", 
launched earlier in the 2001/ 
2002 school year, is providing 
students a new way of learn¬ 
ing the curriculum. 

Courtney Magnuson, a grade 
nine student at Cremona 
School said “the information 
stuck in my head much better, 
because I wasn't just taking 
notes from a text book." 

E-zines are electronic maga¬ 
zines that were designed by 
groups of students with the in¬ 
tention of posting the work on 
the internet. The e-zines were 
based on both the Social Stud¬ 
ies curriculum and the English 
curriculum. Students had to 
complete their assignments us¬ 
ing various writing styles. 


They were asked to write es¬ 
says, editorials, and news arti¬ 
cles and to include 
photojournalism. The topic: 
the free-market economy and 
the command economy (which 
operated in the former 
U.S.S.R.). 

Grade nine teachers at H.J. 
Cody High School, Innisfail 
Junior Senior High School and 
Cremona School worked to¬ 
gether with members of the 
Galileo Educational Network 
to develop the project. Once stu¬ 
dents completed the assign¬ 
ments, teachers were invited to 
select several students to 
present the work to professors 


from the University of Calgary. 
The trip was made with 44 
Chinook's Edge students on 
April 25, 2002. In Calgary, stu¬ 
dents had a chance to debate 
their work with the other 
Chinook's Edge students, and 
they received feedback from the 
professors. The E-zine project 
in Chinook's Edge is a positive 
example of a meaningful and 
engaging activity' because, ac¬ 
cording to Saar, "the students 
had a chance to work with 
other students on something 
that is real. The students are 
thinking beyond the classroom 
and designing projects with 
depth."

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Despite low turnouts to Parkland Airshed Management Zone 
(PAMZ) open houses, organizers are pleased with the data gath¬ 
ered. 

PAMZ, an organization supported by local governments and 
industry to implement a zonal approach to monitoring and man¬ 
aging air quality, held a series of meetings throughout their zone 
in Olds, Red Deer and Rocky Mountain House. 

The Human Health Committee (HHC) of PAMZ initiated the 
gatherings to explore and identify issues regarding the effects of 
air contaminants on human health. 

This information will be compiled, the results and 
recomendations will be presented to the public at an open house 
scheduled for this fall. 

“People have a role to play in the air they breathe,” said Sherry 
Scheunert, HHC of PAMZ. "It's not just the responsibility of the 
government, industry' or Intensive Livestock Operations, we all 
drive a car and have a role to play.” 

Scheunert said evaluations gathered from people who attended 
the open house were very positive. She is urging people who 
could not attend an open house to visit the PAMZ website at 
pamzt« pamz.org and submit their opinions. Scheunert can also 
be reached by calling (403) 347-7434 or contact Kevin 
Warren, program manager for this zone, at (403) 862 7046. 
“The findings of this survey can be a starting point for future 
discussions regarding key strategic directions that PAMZ might 
undertake in its mission to improve air quality in Central Al¬ 
berta and reduce environmental risks to human health.” 

Albertans want action on 
water challenges 

Albertans want action sooner rather than later to prevent 
contamination of Alberta’s water bodies, and to ensure we have 
a reliable and sustainable water supply today and in the future. 

Results of the public outreach and consultation process on 
water held between February 28 and April 15 overwhelmingly 
show Albertans are very concerned about the safety and 
sustainability of province’s water supply, and support the devel¬ 
opment of a provincial water strategy. 

The consultation process was held to gather information and 
ideas for the development of a provincial water strategy to en¬ 
sure a safe and sustainable supply for the future. Alberta Envi¬ 
ronment released a summary of the consultation process - Water 
for Life: Pooling Your Ideas - May 14. 

The majority of Albertans feel that the protection of the aquatic 
environment should take priority over economic development, 
that Alberta needs to gain a better knowledge of its groundwater 
supply, and should improve and promote water conservation prac¬ 
tices. A majority of Albertans do not support allocating water 
even if it harms the environment, open diversions (interbasin) 
or closed diversions, or encouraging companies to build or man¬ 
age private water storage facilities.

Ruth Reed honoured in 75th 
anniversary calendar 


It is a pleasure to recognize a special 
Sundre resident, Ruth Reed. 

Ruth, one of very few geologists, honored 
by the Canadian Society Of Petroleum Ge¬ 
ologists on their 75th Anniversary Calendar 
for her work in the discovery of the Waterton 
Field. The Calendar write-up follows, writ¬ 
ten by Clinton R. Tippett, Senior Staff Ge¬ 
ologist, Shell Canada Limited: 

"Geologist Ruth Reed of Shell Canada ex¬ 
amining a sample of sandstone from the Ter¬ 
tiary Paskapoo Formation along the banks 
of the Bow River near Calgary, Alberta in 
1955. Ms. Reed was a stratigrapher and a 
member of Shell's Foothills District Explo¬ 
ration Team that discovered the Waterton 


Field in 1957. Her careful examination of the 
Mississippian cuttings from the discovery 
well revealed the presence of very fine 
sucrosic dolominte as well as indications of 
fracturing, both of which were important in 
what might otherwise have been considered 
a tight formation. These observations influ¬ 
enced the decision to test Waterton No. 1 
that has ultimately led to the recognition of 
4.7 trillion cubic feet of raw gas in place (2.5 
tef sales gas) in the field. Photo credit: Shell 
Canada Limited 000800."

Remember your three R’s - 
Reduce, Reuse, Recycle 


Remember when we 
were kids and the 
things we had to be 
most concerned with 
were the three it's? Well 
we may be older but the 
three R's are still very 
important. There is one 
difference however - the 
R's no longer stand for 
reading, 'riting and 
rithmetic. They now 
stand for Reduce, Reuse 
and Recycle. 

No matter where you 
are, whether large ur¬ 
ban centre or small ru¬ 
ral community, getting 
in the habit of being en¬ 
vironmentally responsi¬ 
ble is extremely impor¬ 
tant. Here in Didsbury, 
most of us have consci¬ 
entiously worked at re¬ 
cycling a significant 
amount of what would 
otherwise be waste ma¬ 
terial. Over the years 
the Lion's Recycling 
Centre, located just 
south of the Town's 
Public Works shop, has 
been a vital and key el¬ 
ement in the success of 
our recycling endeav¬ 
ours. I know we are all 
grateful for the Lion's 
contribution. 

As with most things, 
however, change is an 
undeniable necessity, 
and the recycling proc¬ 
ess is not exempt from 
it. The Lion's Recycling 
Centre has now closed 
its doors after years of 
community service but 
recycling in Didsbury 
has not come to an end. 
As of June 1st, you will 
be able to deliver your 
recyclable material to 
the north side of the 
Public Works shop. 

There, inside a fenced 
area, you will find a va¬ 
riety of labelled recy¬ 
cling bins that have 
been provided by the 
Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Waste Manage¬ 
ment Commission 
(MVRWMC). These bins 
will have covered slots 
through which your 
recyclables may be de¬ 



posited. 

As they fill up, the 
bins will be hauled away 
and replaced with empty 
bins. This will be an un¬ 
manned centre, as the 
baling or other process¬ 
ing will not be done on 
site. It will, however, be 
monitored on a daily ba¬ 
sis. 

There are definite 
advntages to this new 
style of recycling centre. 
A very important advan¬ 
tage is that there will be 
an expansion of the 


recyclables are placed in 
the appropriate bin slot 
rather being left to sit 
outside the bin. 

With the new system 
there is a little bit more 
effort required on the 
part of residents (a 
VERY little bit, I might 
add). 

The slots on the bins 
are not wide enough to 
pop a whole box or milk 
jug into so it will neces¬ 
sary to crush or break 
down items such as 
boxes, milk jugs, and

types of materials that 
can be dropped off. This 
will reduce the amount 
of waste material that 
ultimately ends up in the 
environment. 

There will be bins 
available for cardboard, 
newspaper, mixed paper, 
milk jugs, milk cartons, 
mixed plastics, tin cans 
and glass. Another ad¬ 
vantage to this type of 
system is that there is 
less possibility of debris 
ending up on the ground 
and being spread by 
wind. 

This of course is de¬ 
pendent on everyone's 
cooperation in ensuring 
that his or her 


mixed plastics. This 
process ensures that we 
are paying for a full bin 
to be hauled away 
rather than one that is 
half full of air. Also, 
items such as tin cans 
and glass containers 
should be rinsed and la¬ 
bels should be removed. 

One suggestion on 
how to manage recycla¬ 
ble material at home is 
to have a few garbage 
cans, each of which is 
labelled for a different 
material. Place a large 
garbage bag in each can 
and deposit your rinsed 
and/or crushed material 
into it. When the bag is 
full, simply remove it,

Farmers learning to get the most from our grass 


Farmers and ranch¬ 
ers in Mountain View 
County and area will 
have a chance to learn 
more about how to get 
the most from their pas¬ 
tures this grazing sea¬ 
son.

"Controlled Grazing 
School" in the evenings

“Requiring large 
sources to monitor and 
report their greenhouse 
gas emissions is an im¬ 
portant First step to man¬ 
aging and reducing those 
emissions,” said Alberta 
Environment Minister 
Lome Taylor. “This re¬ 
porting requirement will 
help industry better man¬ 
age their own emissions, 
and at the same time al¬ 
low the province to de¬ 
velop a stronger under¬ 
standing of the nature of 
its greenhouse gas 
sources.” 

While the reporting 
requirement will not be 
mandated until later this 
year, the province is al¬ 
ready moving to put the 
reporting requirement as 
part of an approval on at 
least one major electric¬ 
ity project. 

The approval on 
EPCOR’s Genesee Phase 
3 project, approved on 
May 8, will require the 
company to submit an 
annual Greenhouse Gas 
(GHG) Summary report 
to Alberta Environment 
for both the existing 
Genesee plant and the 
expansion, that details: 

The total annual 
GHG emissions in 
tonnes/year 

■The total annual 
GHG emission per mega¬ 
watt hour output (emis¬ 
sions intensity) 

The method of calcu¬ 
lating the GHG emis¬ 
sions. EPCOR’s approval 
also requires the com¬ 
pany to fulfill the com¬ 
mitments it made in its 
application, and at the 
Energy and Utility Board 
(EUB) hearings, to main¬ 
tain or offset GHG emis¬ 
sions at the equivalent of 
an efficient natural gas 
facility.

Local Junior golfers are 
hitting the links in prepara¬ 
tion for a busy summer. 

With a field of 120 junior 
golfers converging at the 
Sundre Golf Club on Sat. 
May 25, the first tourna¬ 
ment of the McLennan Ross 
Sun Junior Golf tour is ex¬ 
pected to attract some of the 
province’s premiere golfers. 

According to Dune Mills, 
Executive Director of the 
Sun Junior Tour, the Sundre 
tournament is always popu¬ 
lar on the tour and usually 
plays to capacity. 

“Because the Sundre 
tournament is the first one 
of the season, it usually fills 
up quickly said Mills, not¬ 
ing the players are anxious 
to get out on the course. 

“Like all of our tourna¬ 
ments on the tour, the 
Sundre tournament is ex¬ 
pected to attract a wide 
range of golfers from tour 
veterans to beginners,” 
added Mills. 

With the golf season just 
around the corner. Mills is 
excited about the prospects 
of the Sun Junior Golf Tour, 
one of two Junior tours 
played in Alberta. 


“This year we have added 
three more tournaments, so 
the kids have lots of compe¬ 
titions to choose from,” 
added Mills, indicating the 
tour held 23 events last 
year. 

“With the added venues 
this year, we have probably 
met our capacity in sched¬ 
uling tournaments,” indi¬ 
cated Mills. 

With the increase in tour¬ 
naments, the Sun Junior 
Golf Tour has attracted more 
sponsorship with Callaway 
Golf and Dairyland joining 
the line of corporate spon¬ 
sors including the Calgary 
and Edmonton Sun newspa¬ 
pers, McLennan Ross, IGA, 
Husky Oil and Koch Ford 
Mercury. 

“Over the years, we have 
been very fortunate to part¬ 
ner with excellent corporate 
sponsorship,” said Mills, in¬ 
dicating the sponsorship is 
responsible for the tour’s in¬ 
crease in popularity. 

“Without the support of 
these businesses, we would 
not be able to offer the Jun¬ 
ior golfers of this province 
the opportunity to partici¬ 
pate in tournaments at a 
reasonable cost,” Mills ex¬ 
plained, indicating the golf 


clubs have been very sup¬ 
portive of the tour’s endeav¬ 
ours. 

The other Junior golf 
tour with regular stops in 
Alberta is the Western 
Canada Junior Golf Tour, 
which has eight of its eight¬ 
een tournaments scheduled 
in Alberta. 

Although both of the Jun¬ 
ior tours caters to the same 
age group, they are different 
in structure as the WCJGT 
attracts the older elite golf¬ 
ers from Alberta, British Co¬ 
lumbia and Saskatchewan 
amd prepares them for a pro¬ 
fessional career, while the 
Sun Tour has more beginner 
golfers registered in their 
tournaments. 

“Most of the golfers play¬ 
ing in our tournaments are 
out for the fun and enjoy¬ 
ment of the game, while the 
Western Canada Tour offers 
more competition for the 
players,” said Mills, noting 
the better Junior golfers 
play on both tours. 

“There is certainly room 
for both tours to operate 
within the province.” added 
Mills. 

Ryan Swelin, of Sundre, 
the defending Sun Junior 
Golf Tour champion, also 


plays in the WCGT. He is 
also a member of the Cana¬ 
dian Junior Golf Team and 
has played in the Alberta 
Junior Men’s Provincials 
and the Canadian Junior 
Men’s Championship the 
past couple of years. 

Mike Williams, a member 
of the Carstairs Community 
Golf Club, has joined the 
WCGT this season and has 
qualified to participate in 
the Elmwood Junior Open in 
Swift Current, Sask this 
weekend May 25-26. 
Williams qualified for the Al¬ 
berta Golf Association Jun¬ 
ior Men’s Championship 
and the Alberta High School 
Athletic Association provin¬ 
cial golf championship last 
year. 

The Elmwood Junior 
Open is considered to be one 
of Canada’s premiere junior 
tournaments and has at¬ 
tracted former Saskatch¬ 
ewan, Alberta, British Co¬ 
lumbia and Canadian Cham¬ 
pions including Kathy 
Harvie, of Swift Current, a 
regular member of the La¬ 
dies Professional Golf Tour. 

“From all indications, it 
will definitely be a busy sea¬ 
son for Junior golfers in the 
province,” concluded Mills.
